5. (Currently Amended) A method for producing a preparation possessing 
antiviral activity comprising substances obtained from cuticular or epicuticular layers 
extemal to an epidermis of a plant or plant part, the method comprising: 

a) exposing the plant or plant part to a solvent under conditions sufficient to 
solubilize materials in the cuticular and epicuticular layers of the plant, while leaving 
cells and tissues internal to tlie epidermis substantially unaffected; and 

b) obtaining a solution or suspension of plant cuticular and epicuticular 
materials, thereby producing the antiviral preparation, wherein the plant or plant part 
is selected jfrom the group consisting of apple , tomato, grap e , poar, plum and avocado 
and tomato.
